Senators opposed to the bills dis­ 
closed the fact that the way s and 
means rates, if adopted by the sen­ 
ate now, eventually 
would 
mean 
rates almost as hig h as those re­ 
commended by the survey commis­ 
sion orig inally . 
This would be broug ht about, they 
said, by the conference committee 
of the two houses should the lower 
house refuse to accept the cut in 
rates proposed by the senate com­ 
m ittee. Assuming the house refused, 
the foes of the bill pointed out, the 
conference naturally w-ould sug g est 
a hig her rate than first passed by 
the 
senate 
to 
please 
the 
house 
members. Eventually this probably 
would be carried out. Both Speaker 
E. W. Nelson of the house and 
President Pro Tern Lon S. Hay mes 
of the ¿enate are friendly to the 
income tax Increase and probably 
would appoint favorable committees 
to work out the compromise. 
Senator Russell Dearmont, Cape 
Girardeau, handling the survey bills 
on the floor, indicated last w’cek he 
had 
little 
hopes 
of 
passing 
the 
m easures doubling the corporation 
franchise levy , so that the principal 
fig ht by both sides will be on the 
income tax bill. 
Last week’s test votes showed 
•eventeen senators for the bills as 
sug g ested by the committee, with 
sixteen opposed. 
Senator Carter M. Buford, demo­ 
crat, Elling ton, was absent all last 
week, his vote, if he returns this 
week, will have an im portant part 
in the sulrvey prog ram. 
Virtually the entire week will he 
spent on the survey , leaders believe, 
since the bills for rehabilitation of 
the public schools of the state come 
up under an ag reem ent Immediately 
after the taxation question is dis­ 
posed of. 
Meantime the house held a ses­ 
sion today on minor problems, pre­ 
paring tomorrow to consider the 
impeachment articles ag ainst State

Charg es 
have been made in the senate that 
the house has been holding back on 
the Brunk impeachment proceeding s 
in an attem pt to force the senate to 
pass the survey recommendations.

Sedalia to spend the evening . 
Lile, 
accompanied 
by

Smith, Robert Sims, all who are 
students in the Missouri Valley Col­ 
leg e at Marshall, were driving at 
a moderate rate of speed headed 
for Sedalia, Preston it was said w'as 
w’alking along the west side of the 
slab, when the accident occurred. 
It was said that Lile was unable 
to see the man because a car which 
was passing him. headed north, had 
brig ht lig hts and tem porarily blind­ 
ed him. 
He broug ht his car to a 
stop within a few feet of the man 
and g ave all the help possible. 
McLaug hlin’s 
ambulance 
was 
called and took Preston to the City 
Hospital No. 2, Mrhere he died about 
10:05 
o’clock 
without 
reg aining 
consciousness. 
At the hospital Dr. A. R. Maddox 
examined him and found that he 
suffered a fracture of the skull at 
the base of the brain, the skull and 
scalp were broken across the top of 
his head and a deep g ash was 
made just above the rig ht ey e. 
Dr. W. T. Bishop, coroner, this 
morning , after making an investig a­ 
tion into the accident, stated that 
he believed it to be unavoidable 
and would not hold an inquest un­ 
less something ' developed showing 
such action should be taken. 
The body was removed from the 
hospital to the Ferg uson Undertak­ 
ing Home to await funeral arrang e­ 
ments. 
According to information g iven a 
reporter the dead man had been a 
resident of tliis community prac­ 
tically his entire life. 
For twenty - 
five y ears he was employ ed in the 
bolt and nut departm ent at the 
Missouri Pacific shops and had been 
retired. 
Surviving are his widow Mary

BLAZE DESTROYS 
BLUE LICK VILLAGE 


Blue Lick, a villag e on hig hway 
6 5, about six miles south of Mar­ 
shall, was destroy ed by fire, which 
was discovered about 7 :30 o’clock 
Sunday nig ht. 
The blaze started in the g eneral 
store of Georg e B. Lasley , in which 
is located the postoffice, and swept 
to a larg e g arag e and filling station, 
blacksmith 
shop 
and 
work 
shop. 
Mr. Lasley ’s eig ht room living quart­ 
ers in the rear of the store, destroy ­ 
ing all the contents, including two 
trucks and two Ford cars. 
A small amount of mail in the 
postoffice was also destroy ed. 
With the exception of one of the 
trucks and possibly a small amount 
of equipment in the shops, the prop­ 
erty was all owned by Mr. Lasley , 
who estim ates his loss at $40,000, 
with no insurance. 
It is not known how the fire 
started, but it is believed from a 
stove fire or defective flue. 
Mr. 
Lasley and family left for Boon- 
ville about 6 o’clock, and as is his 
custom, went back to see that every ­ 
thing in the house and store were 
all rig ht. It was about seven-thirty 
that flames were seen arising from 
the roof, near the chimney . 
Blue Lick was formerly located 
about a mile from its present loca­ 
tion, on a hill overlooking mineral 
spring s that were so well known 
they broug ht visitors from hundreds 
of miles away . It was the scene 
of many neig hborhood and statewide 
g athering s. 
With the construction of hig hway 
6 5. Mr. Lasley who owned practi­ 
cally all the property there, moved 
over to the hig hway . He operated 
the store, owned the g arag es and 
shops, and was postmaster, wTiich 
office he held for the past thirty - 
•ojirs.

While the income taxes are roll­ 
ing in the treasury will pay off

the soldiers compensation loans and 
g interest on the public debt.

D. E. Kennedy , who has 
served as toastm aster on similar 
occasions for a number of y ears 
past, ag ain ably filled this impor­ 
tant place on the prog ram, intro­ 
ducing each participant in a fit­ 
ting manner. 
Mr. Kennedy first welcomed the 
g uests iu the name of the Rev.

The speaker of the evening was 
Rev. Father S. G. McGucklin, PH. 
D., of Jefferson City , Mo., distin­ 
g uished scholar and doctor of phil­ 
osophy and a native of Ireland, 
w'ho secured his deg ree in a Euro­ 
pean university .

One of the victims w’as identi­ 
fied as Jess Brown, a laborer for 
the Union Electric Company , w'ork- 
ing on the hug e Bag nell Dam pow'- 
er project. 
His home address was 
g iven as Ravenden Spring s, Ark. 
The second victim w'as not iden­ 
tified. 
His 
charred 
body 
w'as 
found in the Orient hotel, g utted 
by the flames. 
He had reg istered 
in the hostelry but the 
records 
were destroy ed. 
He w’as described 
as a transient laborer. 
Searchers w'ere waiting for the 
smouldering embers to cool, believ­ 
ing tw'o women, 
whose 
names 
could not be learned ,also had per­ 
ished in the flames. 
Late this afternoon reports that 
tw'o w'omen W'ere burned to death 
lacked confirmation from searchers 
W'ho are conducting a search of the 
ruins for persons who may have 
perished in the flames. 
Nineteen building s in the little 
town were destroy ed before a fire 
fig hting force from Jefferson City 
play ed a stream of water on the 
flames and checked their advance. 
A partial list of the building s 
burned includes the J. C. Calkin 
restaurant and rooming house, the 
pow'er and lig ht company office; 
Bob Reed g eneral store; Ed Bow­ 
lin barber shop; the town jail in 
which Marshal Beeson had his liv­

Orient Hotel and the Calkin room­ 
ing house when they w'ere burned, 
most of them escaping . 
The body 
of Jess Brown was discovered out­ 
side the Orient Hotel, and it is be­ 
lieved he was try ing to escape, 
finally falling outside when the fire 
destroy ed the walls. 
The other man w'as found in a 
butcher shop, having fallen throug h 
from his room over the store. 
The blaze had a roaring start 
W'hen it first was discovered be­ 
tw'een 2 and 3 o’clock this morn­ 
ing . 
It is believed to have started

The Baltimore Evening Sun congratu­ 
lates f '"* members of the Baltimore city 
council for voting against a measure ‘To 
harass and persecute gypsies by compell­ 
ing them to pay a license fee of $1,000 
for the privilege of camping within city 
lim its/’ 
The Evening Sun charges that 
measures of this sort “ b elcig more prop­ 
erly to the Dark Ages than to this sup­ 
posedly enlightened d ay/’ 
“ So far as the ordinance itself is con­ 
cerned, it is absurd and in all probability 
as futile as it is absurd,” The nivening 
Sun says, 
“ Other peoples in other lands 
liave tried for generations to put down 
the Romany nomads. 
They are still with 
us. 
venture to predict that when the 
thirteen councilmen who set upon them 
last night have long since moldered in 
their graves gypsies will be plying their 
mysterious trades even as now.” 
In the 
Baltimore 
Evening 
Sun 
the 
gypsies appear to have a staunch cham­ 
pion. 
From time to tme they pass this 
way. The authorities, hearing complaints 
from many sources, do not permit them 
to linger long. 
It may be that the gyp­ 
sies have been given a bad *name with­ 
out warrant. 
It may be that stories of 
them are out of the whole cloth. 
But 
the stories persist. 
People in this section 
look upon the gypsies as undesirable. 
Through the ages have come traditions 
of kidnaping by the dark faced people 
of Romany. 
'When gypsies are in the 
neighborhood mothers in country sections 
strive to keep their boys and their girls 
under their eyes. 
The long-popular story 
of “ The Bohemian Girl” was based on 
the kidnapping 
of 
the 
count’s 
pretty 
young daughter. 
It is the theme of the 
sobbing 
ballad, 
“ The 
Heart 
Bowed 
Down.” 
The men and women of Rom­ 
any will probably never live down the 
common belief that they are kidnappers. 
On the face of its editorial article the 
Baltimore Evaning Sun would welcome 
the Romany nomads to its city and would 
sliow them the Baltimore brand of hos­ 
pitality. 
The average person can not get 
away from a feeling that gypsies are vag­ 
rants.

CANBERRA’S FATE 
Fro m St. Lo uis Po st-Dispatch. 
From the archeologist’s toll we have 
learned of many an abandoned city, de­ 
serted by a populace fleeing before pes­ 
tilence or drouth or invasion, its streets 
now grown with weeds or choked with 
sand, its magnificence fallen into ruin. 
Australia, it may be, is preparing such a 
sight for the digger of 2,000 years hence. 
Canberra, the Commonwealth’s new capi­ 
tal, must be abandoned, many of the na­ 
tion’s leaders say. 
Its maintenance is too 
costly in this day of 
economic 
crisis. 
Rather than sink more millions into the 
projected metropolis, they would give up 
the elaborate plan drafted by a Chicago 
architect, and leave the parliament build­ 
ings, the fine hotels, the homes and the 
schools to the ruthless elements. 
Australia’s troubles are no reflection 
on the energy or ability of her people. 
They are the result of her position in 
v/orld chronology, her geographical iso­ 
lation and the arrival of a dip in the eco- 
i^omic stream before she was prepared 
for it. 
When the industrial revolution 
was metamorphosing Europe and Amer­ 
ica, Australia was still a convict colony. 
Although her frontier age was brief and 
lier economic development rapid, Aus- 
trcTlia did not have reserv'es sufficient to 
soften the blow of the world depression. 
Hence the $69 ,000,000 deficit of last year 
in a country of 5,500,000 population, and 
the ex pedients 
now 
being 
applied to 
avert ruin. Various measures have been 
invoked; higher tariffs, increased tax es, 
curtailment of 
social 
services. 
Others 
J o.e drastic have been discussed; repu- 
’ atin:! of bonds, inflation, even dissolii- 


tion of the Commonwealth. 
Abandon­ 
ment of the capital city is among the 
counsels of this national desperation. 
On the length of the economic malad­ 
justment and the patience of the people 
depends the fate of Canberra, and of 
Australia. 
Her people, as sown by their 
notable advances in application of poli­ 
tical and social sciences, are capable of 
building a strong, progressive nation in 
the Pacific. 
Canberra may have been 
conceived prematurely, on too grand a 
scale for the countrj^’s needs at the time 
and in too isolated a district. 
Temporary 
abandonment of 
the 
city 
undoubtedly 
seems wise just now. 
But if the country 
lesumes its growth 
after 
the economic 
whirlwind passes, 
Canberra may some 
day play its projected role among the 
world’s capitals.

P. Sarling, 35 year old New Han­ 
over county deputy sheriff.

She did not k now the 
men were officers or who fired 
first shot, she added, 
Betty Gibson, who testified 
was a relative of Starling, said 
officer ran up with a gun in 
hand, and that Roberts said: 
‘Don’t you girls get excited. I 
will tak e care of this.’ ” 
“Mr. Roberts got out of the car,” 
she continued, ‘‘and Mr. Starling 
ran up until they were right to­ 
gether, and the shooting began.
